Claims 1 and 9 are provisionally rejected on the ground of non-statutory double patenting 

as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of co-pending Application No. 10/930,804 
(U.S. Patent Publication No. 2005/0063292). 

B. Co-Pending Application No. 10/930,804 (U.S. Pub. No. 2005/0063292) in view 
ofWariishi 

Claims 1-3 and 9-12 are provisionally rejected on the ground of non-statutory double 
patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of co-pending Application No. 
10/930,804 (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2005/0063292), in view ofWariishi. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present application was filed on Dece s ber 1, 2003 
and is the earlier-filed application with respect to the '804 co-pending application, which was 
filed on September 1, 2004. Since only the provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejections remain and the present application is the earlier filed application with respect to the 
'804 application, the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejections should be 
withdrawn in the present application since there are no other grounds of rejection and the present 
application should be allowed to issue in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
804(I)(B)(1). 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the present provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejections.
